The Provisions of the 
New Law Re­ 
cently Passed by the Legislature. 


A t the last session of the legislature 
the old ilag law was repealed and 
new and less objectionable one passed. 
The new law provides that it »hall be 
the duty of the board of supervisors un­ 
der township organization, 
or 
the 
board of commissioners in counties not 
under township organization, to pro­ 
vide United States flags not less than 
4x8 feet, to lloat from the top of court 
house.* from v a. m. to 5 p. m. on every 
legal holiday of the year, and on such 
other days as the board of supervis­ 
ors or board of commissioners may di­ 
rect. 
On penal, 
reformatory, and state 
educational 
and 
charitable 
institu­ 
tions 
the 
commissioners 
or 
trus­ 
tees shall provide flags not le** than 10 


n20 feet, and cause the same to float 
from .a suitable pole from * o'clock to 5 
o’clock on each legal holiday and on 
such other days as the commissioners 
or trustees may determine. 
On school houses the board of educa­ 
tion of every school district -hall pro­ 
vide and keep in order flag poles and 
United gS tated flags not 
less 
than 
4x* feet. 
They shall float from such 
flag stall'or school during the school 
hours on such days as the directors 
or the board of education may deter­ 
mine. 
it is provided that none of the differ­ 
ent flags shall be displayed 
when 
storm* or bad weather would destroy 
or m aterially injure them. 
There is 
no penalty, however, for the non-ob­ 
servance of this law, but there* 
is a 
penalty for the defacing or destrueti« n 
of any flag, flagstaff or pole.

The Dubuque Times says that the 
millionaire tramp, 
Berry, who has 
been “ doing’1 St. Louis, stopped in Du­ 
buque a day or two on his way to St. 
Paul. 
He visited the various “ sample 
rooms“ of the city and was most of the 
time slightly “ jagged." 
He had a 
large roll of greenbacks, and his pants 
pockets were bulging out with silver 
and gold coin. 
A t Jaeger’s he bought 
about 50 15-cent cigars for the crowd, 
and he bet $10 against 10 cents that the 
Dubuques would defeat the Burling- 
tons. 
He said that in order to win the 
10 cents Le would give each player of 
the Burlington nine a ten dollar tip to 
lose the game, and that if they would 
not take it he would make it $25 each. 
A one-legged man came in selling pen­ 
cils and Berry gave him $5 for a pencil 
and then returned it to him, telling 
him to sell it to some one else. 
W hile 
passing along Main street he threw a 
$10 gold piece into a blind hand-organ 
grinder's tin cup, and then went to a 
livery stable and hired a carriage, 
paying ihe driver $10 to show him all 
the points of interest in the city. 


A year ago wheat was worth 63? 
cents a bushel in New York. 
Now it 
is worth more than *6 cents. 
A year 
ago bar silver was worth 69 i cents an 
ounce. 
Now it is worth 59; cents. 
W h at has become of the theory that 
wheat depends on silver for its price? 
W hat have those wiseacres now to say 
who a year ago declared that “ an 
ounce of silver will always and every­ 
where buy a bushel of wheat?" 
And yet circumstances have been pe­ 
culiarly favorable to silver 
lately. 
The enormous gold discoveries on the 
Yukon, the opening of peculiarly rich 
gold mines in the southern part of 
British Columbia, the very great in­ 
crease in the yield of our American 
gold mines. 
And the rich returns 
from Africa have all tended toenhanee 
the price of silver as measured by a 
gold standard. 
Yet silver has declined to within 
half a cent of the lowest price ever 
known, a u its tendency is still down- 
w a rd. 
The continued decline in silver is 
partly due to Jap an ’s decision to adopt 
the gold standard of currency and stop 
coining silver, but chiefly to th e world's 
enormous production of the metal. 
In 
the five year* ending with 1*90 the 
world's output of silver was reckoned 
at 557,551,000 ounces; in the next five 
years 
it was 793.938,000 ounces. 
Ex­ 
ports of silver from the United States 
during the la*t twelve months were 
valued at $61.946,03*. against$60,541,- 
¡70 in 
th e year pseceeding, and $47,- 
295,286 in th e twelve months ending 
with June 1 *95. 
There were coined in 1*96 over 21,- 
000,000 silver dollars, or nearly three 
times as 
m a n y a.* were coined from 
1789 to 1873, which is a fact the Byran- 
ite.* conceal. 
The simple explanatory fact is that 
the production of silver is enormously 
outrunning the demand for that bulky, 
cheap, clumsy metal. 
During the next 
five years ended with 
1*90 the silver 
mined amounted to 557,551,000 ounces. 
During the next five years it reached 
793,938.000 ounces, and it is still in­ 
creasing. 
The world doesn't 
want 
such quantities of this metal for cur­ 
rency purposes. 
No coinage can keep 
pace with so enormous a production. 
No "ratio ” can keep time to such in­ 
crease. 
And the fact of the increase 
is a conclusive answer to the complaint 
that the work of the silver miner does 
not pay. 
If it did riot why should they 
so industriously extend their opera­ 
tions and increase their product? 
One thing is settled beyond all p o ssi­ 
b ility of rational debate; the price of 
wheat is in no way dependent upon the 
price of silver, but is regulated by the 
commercial law of supply and demand. 


Once a farmer had one thousand, 
eight hunered bu*hels of wheat, which 
he sold, not to a single grain merchant, 
but to one thousand, eight hundred dif­ 
ferent dealers, a bushel each. 
A few 
of them paid him in cash, but far the 
greater number said it was not con­ 
venient then, but would pay later. 
A 
few months passed and the man’s bank 
account ran low. 
“ How is this?” he 
said. 
"M y one thousand eight hundred 
bushels of grain should have kept me 
in affluence until another crop is raised 
but 1 have parted with the grain and 
have instead only a vast number of ac­ 
counts, so small aud scattered that 
1 
cannot yet around and collect it fast 
enough to pay expenses.” 
So he postt d 
| up a public notice and a>keu all those 
who owed him to pay quickly. 
But 
few came. 
The rest said “ Mine is only 
a *mail matter, and 1 will go and pay 
one of these days,” forgetting that 
though each account was very small, 
when all were put together it meant a 
large sum to the man. 
Things went on 
thus; the man got to feeling so badly 
and rolled and tossed about *o much in 
his efforts to collect that he fell out of 
bed aud awoke, anti running to his 
granary found his one thousand eight 
hundred bushels of wheat still safe 
there. 
Re hati only been dreaming 
aud hadn't solu his wheat at all. 
M oral.— Tne next day the man went 
to the publisher of his paper and said, 
“ Here sir, is the pay for your paper, 
and when next year’s subscription is 
due you can depend upon me to pay it 
promptly.

“ How many farmers think of water­ 
ing their horses before feeding them in 
the morning, or how much they lose by 
not doing so?” asks an exchange. 
The 
horse comes in from work at night,gets 
a drink, then is fed mostly dry grain, 
eats hay part of the night, and by this 
time is very dry himself, so when he 
reaches the water he fills his stomach 
so full, that undigested food is forced 
out of the stomach, and is a damage 
rather than a benefit to the horse. Try- 
watering the horse before feeding in 
the morning, thus slaking his thirst 
and at the same time washing his stom­ 
ach ready to receive his morning feed, 
where, being properly moistened with 
saliva, it will remain until thoroughly 
digested. 
Your horse can do more 
work on less feed and live longer, be­ 
sides humanity demands this thought­ 
ful care.

There is ai*o a direct benefit derived 
by our merchants from the Assembly. 
The large number of 
people from 
abroad who visit the Fark for several 
week* each summer, have to be fed 
and their various personal wants must 
be supplied while here. 
The Assembly is primarily an educa­ 
tional and not a monetary in-titution, 
so it furnishes at a minimum cost a 
mo*t excellent series of evening enter­ 
tainments in connection with its more 
distinctively educational work. 
To se­ 
cure the funds for running expenses 
these entertainments are made f>opu- 
lar with the hope of attracting a large 
evening attendance from among o ir 
own citizens whose business necessarily 
prevents their attendance during the 
day. 
Now come» the reciprocity idea. 
It 
is the duty—a- it should be the pleas­ 
ure—of every one who can do so, to at­ 
tend 
the 
evening 
entertainments, 
which are excellent in every way, 
and it is but ju-tice that those who 
have the power should remove all pos­ 
sible obstacles from those who might 
wish, but otherwise be unable to at­ 
tend.

Only once have I listened to a speaker 
who could make a newspaper reporter 
forget his occupation, and that man 
was Colonel Edward D. Baker of Cali­ 
fornia, Oregon and th*» nation. 
Colonel Baker was Lorn in England 
and wan brought to America while a 
child by Ids parents. 
His father was a 
weaver and obtained work in a P h i l a ­ 
delphia mill. Young Baker also worked 
in the mill when he got old enough. 
Weaving was not to his fast*» , and as 
soon as he could ho went to Illinois and 
w ith out the aid of much schooling edu­ 
cated himself, got admitted to th* 
bar 
and began the practice of tin* law in 
middle Illinois, riding in the circuit 
w ith Lincoln and w inning fame as an 
orator. Ho w ent to Mexico as colonel of 
an Illinois regiment ami won fame at 
CVrro Gordo. 
Being attract* *1 to Cali­ 
fornia at an early day, ho nettled in 
tsaii Francisco and speedily became fa­ 
mous as a jury lawyer, particularly in 
crim inal cases. 
So great was his repu- 
sho ; tatinn 
as an orator that tho 
miners 
i would leave their claims and go miles 
; over the m ountain trails to hear him 
■peak. 
Early in I8 60 Colonel Baker deter­ 
mined to try to be elected a Unit* *! 
sta te s senator from Oit gou. 
It was a 
most audacious scheme for a resident 
of one statu to attempt to become a sen­ 
ator from an adjoining state, where he 
hud not even attempted to gain a resi­ 
dence. 
It. would require a little more 
cheek for a New York m an to try to be­ 
come senator from Connecticut than it 
did for Colonel Baker to undertake to 
Leconte senator from Oregon. 
The very 
audacity of the scheme commended it 
to Colonel Baker, and ho entered upon 
tit** work with great energy. H» » stum p­ 
ed Oregon before the J un e « lection and 
boldly proclaimed himself a candidate 
for tin* senate as a Republican against 
the celebrated General Joe Lane. 
The 
legislature m et in the fall, and after a 
hot tight. Colon* 1 Baker was elect d sen­ 
ator, with a noted wit, Jam es W. Nes­ 
mith, as Ins colleague. 
The news of the election of Senator 
Baker preceded his return by only a 
few days, causing great joy to 
his 
friends in California, who decided to 
give him a public reception, a function 
which in those days m eant th« * assem­ 
bling of friends to listen to a speech by 
the honored man. 
The American thea­ 
ter on Ransom** street, with a seating 
capacity of fl.ooO when the stage was 
arranged for auditors, was engaged for 
th e occasion. 
On the appointed evening 
every available seat and hit of standing 
room was occupied, while 
hundreds 
were turned away, ticats at tables were 
arranged on tin* stage for half a dozen j 
reporters, among them being a tall, | 
thin, consumptive looking m an about 
45 years old, named Hart, who had 
been reporting for newspapers so long 
t h a t he 
was 
supposed 
to 
be 
proof 
against the wiles of m an or woman. 
It was stated at the time th at as 
Colonel Baker rod« * down to the m eet­ 
ing with th« * committee he remarked: 
“ I ought to make the speech of my 
life tonight, but I feel as if 1 will make 
a failure. ” 
After the meeting had been formally 
opened a m an about 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, athletic and erect m build, w ith 
a magnificent bead 
scantily 
covered 
w ith gray hair, a smoothly shaven face, 
aquiline nose, blazing dark eyes, a large 
neck encircled with a wide Byron col­ 
lar and wearing dark clothing, was in­ 
troduced as “ Colonel Baker, our sena­ 
tor from O regon.” 
As 1 had never heard Colonel Baker 
speak, but had iiad my head filled with 
stories of his oratorical powers, I sat 
among the reporters, prejudiced against 
him by the perversity of my nature, and 
studied him. 
For the first 15 minutes 
1 compared h im w ith the noted orators 
I had heard in the east, m y early con­ 
clusion being: 
“ If this is ‘th** great 
orator of the Pacific’ and ‘the gray eagle 
of California,’ la? is much overrated. 
I 
have heard a score of men who excelled 
h i m . ” Then I became interested in the 
m atter aud the m anner of the orator. 
His voice rivaled in tone and compass 
the notes produced by a silver bugle 
when played by a master, His gestures 
seemed more appropriate and graceful 
th an those of any speaker I had « v**r 
heard, and his utterances were so en* 
other | trancing that all idea of the flight of 
| tim e was lost as the ears drank in his 
words and the eyes watched his grace- 
. ful movements. 
| 
To give you an idea of the power of 
, Colonel B aker’s oratory it is enough to 
¡relate that Mr. Hart, the cast* hardened 
reporter I have mentioned, became so 
absorbed in the m atter and so fascinated 
I by tin* m anner ot th« * orator that lie for- 
1 got his duty to his newspaper, forgot to 
* take notes, tnrgot his surroundings and 
! at one climax in the speech jumped 
( from his seat., ran out on the stage, 
grabbed Colonel Baker round the neck 
} and, amid the tremendous cheering of 
i the great audience, yelled: 
I 
“ By God, sir, you are rigdit!” 
j 
The instant H a rt spoke he woke up 
and, realizing 
the spectacle he 
had 
' made of himself, rushed from the stage 
1 amid the wild and long continued cheer­ 
ing of the vast audience. 
| 
None of the reporters on that stage 
. was ever ah]» * to write out more than 
’ an occasional 
paragraph of that two 
i hours' » pt vt'ii m ade by Colonel Baker, 
which 
only olH * ‘ ver heard him make, 
^» » ou aft* rward he came * a<r to fascinate 
great erovds m N* w York by h i s patri- 
ntterances, to electrify the senate 
and the country by his improm ptu re­ 
ply to Breckinridge, delivered while in 
the mud stained uniform in which he 
had just conn* from th« * field of battle 
and to die fighting for his adopted coun­ 
try at B a ll’s Bluff.—P . B. J. in New 
Yore Sun. 


E RRORS IN LIV ING. 


Alan's Ex cessive A ppetite a nd the Bo dy '*. 
C a pac ity Fo r Fo o d. 
To » he lay mind nothing seems to a u­ 
gur s»» strongly in favor of robust health 
as a 
hearty 
appetite. 
Furthermore, 
there would seem to be a strong con­ 
viction in the jvxolic mind, sanctified 
by tradition from time almost imme­ 
morial, that the more a m an eats the 
better he is. 
Th** quantity of food th a t 
many people naturally eat is very large 
as compared with their actual physi­ 
ological requirements. 
Add to this the 
many tem pting forms in which food is 
presented to the palate bv our modern 
culinary arts, the sharpening of the ap­ 
petite by the anteprandial cocktail, tho 
stimulus afforded the appetite by a bot­ 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
the consumption of an am ount of food 
that simply overwhelms the assimila­ 
tive organs. 
Such indulgence, if unre­ 
stricted and habitual, tuxes both the as­ 
similative and th** excretory organs to 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with sedentary lift*, and, m ore­ 
over, it hauls an additional impetus ro 
tin* evils springing from the use of i m ­ 
proper quality of food. 
The hum an * Liberating and excretory 
mechanism was evidently adjusted fur 
ordinary wear and tear to an average 
limited period of about 7 0 years. 
U n­ 
der 40 per cent, of extra work we m ust 
naturally expect impairment or break­ 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should therefore excite no special 
Kurprisc th at so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from B righ t’s dis­ 
ease, h* art failure and allied diseases at 
50 or oo who should, and under prop­ 
erly regulated lives and habits would, 
have attained the natural age of 7 0 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
such people usually spring from excep­ 
tionally healthy stock aud often point 
with pride to the fact that their im m e ­ 
diate ancestors lived to advanced ages 
of 8 0 years or more. This paradox, how ­ 
ever. is more apparent than real, for i n ­ 
vestigation will usually reveal the fact 
th a t for the most part th** parents in 
such 
c a s e s w« *re people of more simple 
habits, such as corresponded with New 
England life 7 5 or 100 years ago. 
The truth is that the well to do man 
of today lives in a faster age than th a t 
of his father and grandfather. Ho meets 
with greater opportunities and possi­ 
bilities and therefore greater stimulus 
to all 1ns energies. 
Ho more easily ac­ 
ini ires 
pecuniary 
resources, 
and 
in 
larger amounts, and therefore he pos- 
s*■.»■*■«’K greater luxuries of domestic life. 
With these cditie greater temptations to 
ex*css. 
While he has often inherited a 
splendid constitution from his ances­ 
tors, unlike them he lias run his phys­ 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
and it m ust of necessity more quickly 
wear out. — Charles W Purdy, M D. , 
in North American Review.

“ Never eat eggs while you are a n­ 
gry. ” said A. E. Stewart of Boston. 
“ My attention was first called to this 
strange fact hv the tragic and sudden 
death of a lady acquaintance in Boston 
several years ago. 
1 accepted her hus­ 
band’s invitation to din« » with them. 
Just, as we were going in to dinner a 
servant did something that caused the 
lady to fly into a terrible rage. She had 
been irritable from some* minor com­ 
plaint for several days, and her h us­ 
band calmed her ruffled feelings suffi­ 
ciently for tho dinner to be eaten in 
good temper. 
I notice« ! that she ate an 
unusually large amount of soft scram­ 
bled eggs. 
Fifteen minutes after we 
left the dining room she was a corpse. 
She died in frightful convulsions be­ 
fore the nearest doctor reached 
the 
house. The doctor was unable to ascribe 
the cause. 
A few months later I was 
visiting a brother in Connecticut, and 
one of his sons died under similar eir- 
cumstanees. Before breakfast one m orn­ 
ing the boy, who was about 15 years 
old, had a fight with a neighbor’s boy. 
Before 
his 
anger had 
subsided 
my 
nephew was called to breakfast. 
He ate 
four soft boiled eggs. 
Had I known as 
much then as I do now 1 would have 
prevented it. 
In less than a half hour 
after breakfast the boy died with exact­ 
ly th** same symptoms th at were present 
when my Hn Lid’s wife died. 
This set 
me to thinking about the matter. 
“ It wasn't long after this before a 
Beacon hill friend of mine expired sud­ 
denly after a meal. 
The doctors, as 
usual, \v* re divided in opinion on the 
cause * f death. 
¡Some of them contend­ 
ed th a t it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, and others are still holding out 
th at it was apopl* xy. 
Inquiry by mo 
developed tin* fact that m y friend was 
very angry when he .» at down at table ! 
and th a t lie ate live eggs. 
With these 
developments I searched no further for 
th*» cause of his death. 
II** was angry, 
he ate eggs, and he died. 
If these are 
not links in the chain of cause and ef­ 
fect. the hum an intellect is incapable of 
logical th ink ing.” —St. Louis Republic,

H o w C h e w i n g * G u m 
I h M a de . 
A walk through a leading chewing 
gum factory is interesting. 
Here over 
1,000,000,000 pieces of gum are at nual- 
ly produced aud ship’l l to every poi- 
tion of the world. 
T i* e hundred em­ 
ploy ees are engaged in the manufacture 
of the gum, the first step of which is 
the 
importation of 
the raw chicle, 
which is gathered ny the peons in Mex ­ 
ico and exported in bales containing 
about 150 pounds each. 
The gum is taken from the bales and 
chopped into small pieces. 
These are 
freed from tree hark and chips by steam­ 
ing aud picking. 
Then it is ground in 
mills making 3,400 revolutions a m in­ 
ute 
The ground gum is subjected to a 
continuous heat of 140 degrees F. in 
dry ing rooms. 
From here the gum is 
sent to the “ white aproned cook,” who 
adds the purest sugar and the freshest 
cream, 
granulated 
pepsin, 
powdered 
guru or kola or other desired ingredient 
to it and cooks it in a steam jacketed 
caldron, where it is turned and mix ed 
by an ingenious double acting beater or 
rotating paddle until it has assumed the 
consistency of bread dough 
Now the “ dough boy s” take hold of 
it and knead it in finely powdered sugar, 
passing it to the “ rollers,” where it is 
rolled between steel rollers until it is of 
the proper thickness, when it is whisked 
away to the “ markf-rs. “ 
The markers 
are steel knived rollers which leave 
their impress upon the long sheets of 
appetizing gum before it goes to the 
“ seasoning room, ” after w hich it is 
broken on the lines left by the markers. 
Now the gum finds its way to the 
“ wrapping room, ” 
The nimble fingers 
of 150 dainty maidens are here at play 
Under their deft touch wax ed paper, 
tinfoil and pretty wrappers envelop the 
gum quick as a wink, and in another 
moment the “ packers” have the gum to 
place in jars or boxes, wherein it is 
■hipped for -ale to the general public.
